the Frederician military system or by absolute 
inefficiency of the Prussian army. No. Chastise; _ 
ment was visited upon the accumulated faults 
of an optimistic nation “and a procrastinating 
Government. The campaign was lost before it 
began, and Prussia was enslaved, dismembered, 
and temporarily destroyed as Great Power 
chiefly as the result. of neglect. and stegnation 
in domestic policy—especially respecting mi- 
litary and sotial reform—and by- a policy of 
indecision, hardly distinguishable from perfidy, 
in foreign affairs. Unlike the ruthless realiat 
who had expired twenty years before, Frederi¢k 
William the Third was through, and through 
a self-deceiver, . . . Willing to -seize the ter- 
ritory of any neighbour wherever it could safely 
be done; he was a geauine, though a weak, 
philanthropist. in the abstract, passionately 
devoted to the ideal of peace, desirous of 
getting more territory without fighting for it, - 
and covering @ policy of considerable dishonour 
by “the self-excusing casuistry of a pietistic 
sentimentalism. . , . Austerlitz was’ fought. 
Austiian and Russian-were’ crushed. The re- 
treating Tsar Alexander concluded no formal 
peace, but left sixty thousand Russian troops 
ericamped in Germany and at the disposal of 
Prussia. . .-. England had offered Frederick 
William large subsidies *if he should’be driven 
to extremity, He was’ placed in the strongest 
possible position for negotiation by the di- 
plomacy of London and St. Petersburg, and 
he resolved to negotiate exclusively in. his 
own interests, Napoleon played for’ time with 
consummate policy. He know the interior nature 
of the Prussian conscience and oftered— 
Hanover, That electorate belonged to an in- 
timately friendly sovereign, the King of Eng- 
Yand.-To oceupy it would make Prussia the 
ally and accomplice of the Cmsar, and would 
bean act of cynical duplicity unprecedented 
even. in the diplomacy of that time, But the 
‘prize was splendid, and Frederick William's 
over-scrupulous conscience assured him on fe- 
flection that the proceeding was legitimate, 
Hanover was seized ; and Buonaparte’s wicked 
knowledge of self-deceiving human nature was 
triumphant. Austria had been forced to make 
peace by Prussia’s desertion. England was 
driven te declare war against Prussian aggres- 
sion. The Tsar’s contingent was dismissed from 
Prussian soil by Prussian ineptitude. Frederick 
William even disbanded the greater part of 
his own army now that he had obtained 
Hanover. Then—then—when he stood stripped 
of dignity and power, a doomed figure clutch- 
ing plunder . . . . Napoleon. offered Hanover 
to England. Modern history knows no such 
touch of Satanicirony, Frederick William 
committed the supreme folly. Having failed 
to act with Austria and Russia the year before, 
he now determined with his isolated and 
unready forces to challenge his overwhelming 
opponent . . . . The moral Jena had preceded 
the memorable campaign now to open.” After 
tracing the military drama in swift outlines,’ 
Mr. Garvin concludes :—“The blow fell upon 
Prussia when the need of military reconstruc- 
tion had been widely récoghised and in the 
midst of, hesitating inclinations towards _half- 
and-half reforms. The army was commanded 
by superannuated officers who ought to have 
been’ removed because they had served under 
Frederick the Great. For a number of years 
a far-sighted minority had passionately pressed 
for the introduction of univérsal service and 
for the création of a great national reserve. 
The king, like Mr, Haldane, was ‘half- 
convined. Yet numbers of patriotic Prussians, 
foreseeing the ultimate danger, had clearly 
undérstood-and explained Napoleon’s methods, 
All Were ‘unlieeded. And why was effective 
eform postponed? Some chief reasons appear. 
Prussia enjoyed unusual prospetity. Comfort 
had never been so widely diffused,. The air _ 
wae full of a vague Liberalism. Optimistic 
sentimentalism prevailed. Budgets-were framed 
upon the principles of economy at any price. 
Worst of all, the fact that im the period before 
Jena’ a genuine belief in the approach of 
universal peace was widely held, and proposals 
for European disarmament were mooted... . 
The Prussian army of 1806 was beater by 
Latia genius ; its successor might be beaten by 
Latin genius again. But behind it stands the 
inexhaustible réserve of thenation ia arms.. 
The overwhelming probabilities are, that Ger 
many will not be permanently confined to her 
present limits; that her furthest “reaching 
ambitions, nevertheless, will be powerfully 
and finally checked; but that she ‘will not 
again go down in a day, nor without honour, 
nor without.a struggle which will convulse the 
Continent before another disastrous sunset 
sinks upon the ascondency of her arms,”

CAN EGYPT GOVERN ITSELF ? 


a 


PROOF TO THE CONTRARY. 


One of the stock theories ot the native Press 
is that, inaemnch as Egypt is capable of eelf- 
government, therefore it should be endowed 
with representative institations. This forme 
the theme of countless leading articles in the 
columns of our vernacular contemporaries, and 
“Al Moayad” and ‘Al Lewa” are tireless in 
calling upon England to redeem her pledges 


and forthwith begin to endow this country with 


parliamentary government of the European 
type. 

But instead of the natives becoming more 
capable of self-government we see that the 
reverre is the case, for as Egypt progresses 
the Government finds that it ismore and more 
necessary to increase the number of Earopean 
offitials withont a corresponding increase in 
theinative staff. 

A striking example of this is evidenced in 
recent appointments to the Mivistry-of- Fi-- 
nance. Last year an eminent English financial 
authority was appointed from outside to the 
important post of Direotor-ofthe Treasury. A 
faw months afterwards it. was found obligatory 
to increase the English high officials in this 
Ministry by appointing a second UnderSecre- 
vary of State, and now the Government in- 
tenis to make use of the great experience of 
Chitty Bey and’ to transfer him from the 
diréctor-generalship of the Castoms Admini- 
stration to an important cewly-created postin

The soit wes duly forwarded, 
contre remboursement, antl he refiised to actept 
delivery of the parcel. On writing the firm 
complaining that it was'unreasonable to expect 
prior payment for a garthent of which he had 
not even an opportunity of seeing in ita 
finished state, he recsived a polite letter of 
apology informing him that the parcel had 
hoon re-despatched in the ordinary way. In 
this letter the firm stated they had frequently 
been victimised, not invariably by’ their fellow- 
oottntrymen, and had therefore bean obliged to 
adopt this precautionary measure. The writér 
had been introduced to the firm by a cnatomer 
‘Of theirs to whom they allowed a liberal credit. 
It is mot wnréasonable to arsame the existence 
in Egypt of a barean of information analogous 
to the Trades Protection Society in England, 
and in ‘any case it would not: have been 
difficult for thd firm to have ascertained 
whether the weiter was in the habit of meeting 
his liabilities.

The bnilding of the Temple ot 
Serabit, which the Professor discovered to have 
ultimately attained 280fs. in length, seems to 
have kept pace with the greed or reverence of 
these Egyptian kings. Thanks, howevor, to av 
English mining company operating in the 
ancient turquoise mines vast quantities of 
priceless sculptures and inscriptions have been 
igvorantly destroyed, and the author is natu- 
rally bitter on this vandalism, “Everything,” 
he writes, ‘‘gave way to the greed for dividends, 
with the result that the promoters lost their 
money, the natives lost their tarquoises, 
and the world lost many of its most ancient 
monoments.” 

But the most remarkable portions of this 
volome lie in the author's deductions from 
-his discoveries. There are four facts, or perhaps 
we should call them theories, which head- 
vances with much confidence. These are : 
(1) That “common Syrian workmen, who 
conld not command the skill of an Egyptian 
scalptor, were familiar with writing at B’c. 
1500, or 500 years before the earliest Phoni- 
cian writing known ;’ (2) that ‘‘we have here 
before ue(Temple of Serabit) a Semitic cave 
shrive, older than the Mosaic worship or any 
ether worship known to us in Syria or Arabia... 
And wa see how Mossism was a carrying on 
of older ritual, how that movement was a 
monotheistic reformation of existing ritee, and 
how the paganism of the Jews was bat the 
popular retention of more than was granted 
in the State religion ;’. (3) that the numbers 
.of the Israelites of the Exodus, as given in 
the Book cf Nombars, are shorn of their 
apparent exaggerations if we read the thousands 
(alaf) as tents or families, and the hundreds 
as the number of inhabitants of the tents, and 
that thus, instead of hundreds of thousands, 
we obtain thé figure of five or six thousand 
marshalled by Moses in the Wady Feiran to 
do battle with the Amalekites—the author 
showing that this reading is alone comm3nsu- 
rate with the lifs-spporting capacity of the 
Sinai Peninsula in those days ‘as in these’; 
and (4) that the chronology of the Egyptian 
dynasties which he follows in the volume 
mast be approximately correct—in fact, in 
Chapter XII. the Revision of Chronology, 
Professor Petrie speaks.not only .to the ordi: 
ary reader, but to Egyptologists with a note 
‘of complaint that the ground argaments for 
Egyptian chronology have been so little re- 
garded. 

“Researches in Sinai” is remarkab'y exempt 
from the dry-as-dust style popularly supposed 
to clog the pens of,desert explorers. The 
volume is superbly illustrated by nearly two 
hundred photographs and four maps. The 
last four chapters, in one of which tha writér 
definitely decides on Gebel Serbal as the 
Mount of the Law, and suggests that the 
manna of the wilderness was snow, are 
contributed by Mr. C. T.Carrelly who spent 
two months with Professor Petrie’s party, 
and owing to the obdatacy of Tarkish soldiers 
at Akabab had to abandon a journey to Petra, 
and retarn. to Saez by the Nakhi pilgrim 
route, Professor Petrie’s estimate of the popula- 
tion of the Peninsula probably errs on the 
side of caution, and possibly doesnot in- 
clude the entire country between the Suez 
Canal and the: Wady el Araba.
